he Doctor has had many 

companions and assistants in 
his 21-year journey through Time 
and Space. Herewith, a chrono- 
logical review of them all. 

Susan Foreman (Carole Ann 
Ford), 1963-65. Susan (she 
adopted the last name on Earth) 
called the Doctor "Grandfather," 
but whether that is their true re- 
lationship remains unknown. She 
was with the Time Lord when we 
first met him in 1963, leaving 
some two years later, to marry 
freedom fighter David Campbell, 
after "The Dalek Invasion of 
Earth" was crushed. 

lan Chesterton (William Rus- 
sell) and Barbara Wright (Jac- 
queline Hill), 1963-65. lan and 
Barbara taught science and En- 
glish, respectively, at the Coal Hill 
School in 1963. Their curiosity 
about a pupil, Susan Foreman, 
sent them on an unwilling trip 
through Time and Space, begin- 


in the very first story, “An Un- 
earthly Child." They returned to 
Earth after “The Chase." 


FELLOW TRAVELERS 


Leela... 


Vicki (Maureen O'Brien), 
1965. The survivor of a crashed 
spaceliner, Vicki was "adopted" 
by the Doctor in "The Rescue," in 
part as a replacement for Susan. 
She was hailed as the prophetess 
Cressida by “The Myth Makers," 
and chose to remain in ancient 


Toy. 

Steven Taylor (Peter Purves), 
1965-66. A space ship pilot, 
Steven was marooned on the 
planet Mechanus, living as the 
only human among the robotic 
Mechanoids. He met the Doctor 
and his companions during "The 
Chase,” and left about a year 
later, to lead the Elders, after the 
events of "The Savages." 

Katarina (Adrienne Hill), 
1965. A slave girl in Troy when the 
TARDIS crew visited "The Myth 
Makers," Katarina survived for 
only one further adventure, "The 
Dalek Masterplan," in which she 
helped prevent the mechanical 
beings from gaining control of all 
Time and Space, a struggle in 
which she lost her life. 

Sara Kingdom (Jean Marsh), 
1965-66. A companion for only 
one adventure (the longest: "The 


Dalek Masterplan”: 12 episodes), 


Sara was a top space agent in AD 
4000. She joined the Doctor and 
Steven in their attempt to foil the 
Daleks, dying in the process. 

Dodo Chaplet (Jackie Lane), 
1966. Dodo (given name, Doro- 
thea) accidentally entered the 
TARDIS, thinking it was a real 
police box (“The Massacre”). The 
Doctor permitted her to stay, 
partly because of her physical and 
emotional resemblance to Susan. 
After the events of “The War 
Machine,” she chose to remain on 
Earth. 

Ben Jackson (Michael Craze), 
1966-67. A Cockney merchant 
seaman, Ben joined the TARDIS 
crew with the First Doctor in “The 
War Machines,” and with Polly, 
was the first to see a regeneration. 
He and Polly decided to stay on 
Earth following the events of “The 
Faceless Ones." 

Polly (Anneke Wills), 1966-67. 
An assistant to a computer expert, 
this former debutante became in- 
volved with the Doctor at the 
same time as Ben, and left when 
he did, after confronting “The 
Faceless Ones.” 

Jamie McCrimmon (Frazer 
Hines), 1967-69. A piper from 
Clan McCrimmon, Jamie was 
one of the few survivors of the bat- 
tle of Culloden in 1745, when En- 
glish troops massacred the Scots 
clans united behind Bonnie Prince 
Charlie (“The Highlanders”). He 
was found by the Doctor, Ben 
and Polly and whisked to safety in 
the TARDIS. After one of the 
longest stays with the Doctor, 
Jamie was returned to his own 
time and place by the Time Lords 
at the conclusion of “The War 
Games.” 

Victoria Waterfield (Deborah 
Watling), 1967-68. Victoria was 
held hostage to force her father to 
lure the Doctor into the clutches 
of the Daleks, all part of “The Evil 
of the Daleks." After her father's 
murder, she chose to stay on 
board the TARDIS, until offered a 
good home at the conclusion of 
“Fury from the Deep.” 

Zoe Herriott (Wendy Padbury), 
1968-69. A teen-ager, Zoe had a 


mind like a computer, thanks to a 
future education system. She met 
the Doctor and Jamie on “The 
Wheel in Space,” and stowed 

| away in the TARDIS. The Time 
Lords returned her to her proper 
place in Time and Space at the 
Doctor's trial in “The War 
Games.” 

Brig. Alastair Lethbridge- 
Stewart (Nicholas Courtney), 
1968-83. Lethbridge-Stewart, 
commonly called just the Brig, 
first met the Doctor during the 
Yeti invasion of London chronicled 
in “The Web of Fear.” A short 
while later, when the United Na- 
tions Intelligence Taskforce — 
UNIT — was established to deal 
with such alien menaces, Leth- 
bridge-Stewart was named to 
head the British branch. He was 
soon joined by the Doctor (exiled 
to Earth by the Time Lords) as his 
scientific advisor. Aiding the Brig 
throughout his adventures with 
the Doctor were Sgt. (later RSM) 
Benton (John Levene) and Capt. 
Mike Yates (Richard Franklin). 
The Brig is now retired and teach- 
ing math at a boys' school. 

Liz Shaw (Caroline John), 
1970. Liz was the Doctor's first as- 
sistant as UNIT scientific advisor, 
joining him in “Spearhead from 
Space.” A brilliant cybemeticist, 
Liz soon realized the Doctor's sci- 
entific knowledge far surpassed her 
‘own, and left for more challenging 
work, after she helped UNIT face 
the “Inferno,” 

Jo Grant (Katy Manning), 1971- 
73. Jo was trained as a spy, and 
was foisted upon the Doctor, the 
Brig and UNIT by her uncle at the 
U.N. ("Terror of the Autons"). Acci- 
dent-prone, this very early-70s, 
mini-skirted heroine was frequently 
a cause of consternation to the 
Doctor, but he grew to love her, and 
missed her after she married scien- 
tist Cliff Jones (“The Green 
Death"). 

Sarah Jane Smith (Elisabeth 
Sladen), 1973-76. The Doctor's 
third assistant as UNIT scientific ad- 
visor, Sarah is a journalist with 
Metropolitan magazine. She 
stowed away.on the TARDIS to 
meet “The Time Warrior,” and fi- 
nally had to leave the Doctor when 
he was summoned to Gallifrey, after 
confronting “The Hand of Fear.” 


She returned five years later to face 
up to some modern day witches in 
the one-shot spin-off K-9 and Com- 


pany. 

Harry Sullivan (lan Marter), 
1974-75. A somewhat stiff-upper- 
lipped, yet bumbling naval surgeon- 
lieutenant, Harry joined the TAR- 
DIS crew after meeting the Doctor 
in the first adventure of his fourth in- 
carnation, “Robot.” Never really 
comfortable with gadding about the 
universe, Harry stayed behind after 
the TARDIS returned to Earth to 
face the “Terror of the Zygons." He 
last appeared in “The Android Inva- 
sion.” 

Leela (Louise Jamison), 1976- 
78. Leela met the Doctor on 
Xoanon's planet, during the adven- 
ture called “The Face of Evil.” A 
warrior of the Sevateem, a lost 
group of humans who crashlanded 
on the planet ages ago, she was 
ruthless and savage, yet capable of 
warmth and gentleness. She stayed 
on Gallifrey to marry guard captain 
Andred following “The Invasion of 
Time.” 


K-9 (John Leeson; David 


Brierly), 1977-81. Invented by 


Prof. Marius in the adventure 
“The Invisible Enemy,” the super- 
computer with the shape of a dog 
stayed with the Doctor until it 
chose to stay behind on Gallifrey 
with Leela after “The Invasion of 
Time.” However, the Doctor had 
constructed a duplicate canine 
robot, which continued to travel 
with him until it again chose to stay 
with a departing companion, Ro- 
mana, at “The Warrior's Gate.” 

Lady Romanadvoratrelundar 
(Mary Tamm; Lalla Ward), 1978- 
81. Given the choice of being 
called either Romana or Fred, 
she chose Fred — but the Doc- 
tor (and everyone else) called her 
Romana anyway. A recent grad- 
uate of the Academy on Gal- 
lifrey, she joined the Doctor to as- 
sist in the search for the Key to 
Time (beginning with “The Ribos 
Operation”). On completing that 
mission, she regenerated (be- 
cause she felt like it), choosing to 
look like an acquaintance from a 
previous adventure, Princess 
Astra. Unwilling to return to Galli- 
frey, she chose instead to stay in 
E-Space, passing through “The 
Warrior's Gate.” 


Adric (Matthew Waterhouse), 
1980-82. An outsider, even on his 
own planet of Alzarius, this young 
man stowed away on the TARDIS 
following the events of “Full Cir- 
cle," only to meet a tragic end at 
the hands of the Cybermen in 
“Earthshock.” 

Nyssa (Sarah Sutton), 1981- 
83. A gentle, sober-minded girl 
with genius for bioelectronics, 
Nyssa was the daughter of Con- 
sul Tremas of Traken, whose 
body was stolen by the Master 
using the power of “The Keeper of 
Traken.” She joined the TARDIS 
crew hoping to avenge her father 
and her planet. She stayed behind 
at “Terminus,” to help find a cure 
for Lazar's disease. 

Tegan Jovanka (Janete Field- 
Ing), 1981-84. An Australian air 
hostess, Tegan was on her way to 
Heathrow Airport when she 
stopped to use a police box. Un- 
known to her it was in reality the 
TARDIS — and she was whisked 
off to “Logopol Never really 
sure about the idea of hanging 
about with the Doctor, she finally 
took her leave after witnessing 
“The Resurrection of the Daleks.” 

Turlough (Mark Strickson), 
1983-84. Though from another 
planet, we first discover Turlough 
as a student in an English boy's 
school. He is under the thrall of 
the Black Guardian, and under 
orders to destroy the Doctor. 
From "Mawdryn Undead” to “The 
Caves of Andronazi,” Turlough 
struggles to free himself from the 
evil control. 

Kamelion (Gerald Flood), 
1983-84. This mechanical being, 
with the ability to transform itself 
into anything or anybody, was dis- 
covered by the Master, and used 
against the Doctor and his com- 
panions in the adventure, “The 


Kings Demons.”  Kamelion 
joined the TARDIS crew at the 
close of that story. 


Perpugilliam Brown (Nicola 
Bryant), 1983-84. Peri, as she is 
called, is a wealthy American 
botany student, whose early ex- 
periences with the Doctor have 
not been the best. In fact, shortly 
after his fifth regeneration, he tried 
to choke her to death! Peri joined 
up with the Time Lord in "The 
Caves of Androzani."

'hough Marvel is currently 

chronicling the adventures of 
the Fourth Doctor, Tom Baker, in 
these pages, two actors have 
stepped into the role in Britain 
since Tom left in 1980 — Peter 
Davison and Colin Baker (no re- 
lation). Colin Baker and the 
series' current producer, John 
Nathan-Turner, recently made a 
convention appearance at Panop- 
ticon West '84 in Columbus, Ohio. 
This is a part of their talk at that 
convention. 

Q. Colin, you've mentioned 
that there are certain characteris- 
tics common to all the Doctors. 
Whatare they? 

CB: The danger about putting 
those things into words is that 
people will say, “Ah, but in the 
13th minute of episode 4, you 

weren't being at all — blank — "

whatever it is you've said. So I'm 
loathe to give you just a string of 
adjectives, which is what you're 
looking for. I think there are things 
you feel rather than you talk 
about. Off the top of my head, 
what are they — being meddle- 
some. All the Doctors have been 
unable to ignore the challenge of 
something a sensible human 
being would avoid like the plague. 
Quirky intelligence — sometimes 
verging on the omniscient, some- 
times verging on the lunatic. An 
Occasional tetchiness, always 
protective of those weaker, al- 
ways determined to right the 
wrong. And always good-looking. 

Q. John, you have said in the 
past that each of the actors who 
plays the Doctor contributes 
something of himself to the role — 
and that that is a part of the show's 
success. At the risk of embarras- 
sing him, what do you think Colin 


contributes to the role? 


JNT: | think you've just seen a 
demonstration of his erudite 
dialogue, his quick-wittedness, 
his slightly sending-up archness. | 
think those are the characteristics 
that are most dominant. And a 
kind of jokey arrogance. Those 
are the characteristics we play on 
most. 

Q. It's been established that the 
Doctor has twelve regenerations, 
for a total of 13 bodies. We've just 
hit number six, leaving just seven 
to go. At an average of four years 
to each incamation, there's about 
28 years left in the old boy. If you 
were still producing the show 28 
years from now, how would you 
handle this problem: “My god, 
we've just written out Doctor No. 
13! What do we do now?” 

JNT: Go back to the planet 
Traken, get some powers like the 
Master got (in the story “Keeper 
of Тгакеп,” starring Peter Davi- 
son) to extend his final form. As 
I've said earlier, if we can do it for 
the Master, we can do it for the 
Doctor. 

CB: Also, you could discover 
that there's another Gallifrey, in 
another time-space continuum, 
and start all over again, couldn't 
you? There could be a hundred 
thousand million Doctors! You 
could go to a plastic surgeon... 

JNT: Or you could establish 
that everyone who said there 
were only 13 forms of the Doctor 
was lying . . . 

CB: Or he could have his body 
taken over by somebody else, 
whilst not regenerating. 

Q. What's your opinion of fan- 
dom in the U.S. as opposed to 
Great Britain? 

JNT: They differ because over 
here you're so demonstrative. If 
you like something, you scream 
and yell and applaud and cheer, 
which is wonderful to experience. 
In England, probably due to 
British reserve, they can ap- 
preciate something and just give it 
awry smile at the end of it. So it's 
wonderful to get the kind of joy- 
ous, loud féedback that you give 
to us over here, where as the con- 
ventions in England are equally 
fascinating, but the response is 
more mellowed. 

CB: Doctor Who fans — come

It's rare that anybody in any 
business has the opportunity of 
going somewhere and meeting 
people only from their apprecia- 
tive market. Anyone who comes 
to one of these conventions is 
here because they have some 
sort of affection for the program. 
They may object to little nuances 
of interpretation, or talk about 
areas of temporal grace in the 
TARDIS, but that does indicate a 
basic love of the program. So, to 
me, being in a building, sur- 
rounded by hundreds of people 
who think you're pretty good, is 
actually something to look forward 
to. Not many people get that in 
their life. 

Q. Peter Davison has said he 
only played the Doctor for three 
years for fear of being typecast. In 
your opinion is this a real threat? 
Are you setting a time limit to your 
portrayal of the Doctor? 

CB: In answer to the first half of 
the question: Peter Davison's 
being typecast is no threat to me 
whatsoever. 

To take what you really mean by 


the question — If an actor always 
worried about being typecast, he 
might never do anything in which 
he might be good! The only 
reason people get typecast is be- 
cause the public associates them 
strongly with a particular role, 
which means they were good in it! 
If an actor doesn't want to be 
good, | don't know why he'd do 
anything. The danger of typecast- 
ing comes partly from the public, 
and principally from the people in 
the business. It's more often the 
producers and directors who say, 
"Uh-uh, he played James Bond,’ 
or whatever, ‘The public won't be 
able to take it.' The public, | be- 
lieve, can take different people 
playing different parts. | certainly 
wouldn't avoid playing parts like 
Doctor Who because of what 
might happen in the future. The 
BBC might be kind enough to 
want meto play itfor 15 years, and 
1 might be happy to play it — who 
cares about being typecast after 
that? 

I've set no time limit on playing 
the role. I'm enjoying it so much 1 
can't foresee my wanting to stop 


doing it in the near future. 
John, taking that que: 
onanothertack — can a producer 
be typecast, in a sense? Can a 
producer become so noted for a 
certain type of show that he's 
never thought of in terms of doing 
another type of show again? 

JNT: | supose it could happen, 
yes. I wouldn't want to be known 
as the Doctor Who producer for 
the rest of my career. | don't think 
it's any great threat right now, be- 
cause I'm so young. | think if 
somebody stayed for ten years it 
could be dangerous. 

Q. What other kind of show 
would you like to produce? 

JNT: I'd like to do a soap opera, 
strangely enough—a rather 
glamorous one, along the lines of 
Dallas or Dynasty. 

Q. Are there any plans for a re- 
turn to Gallifrey? 

JNT: Notat the moment. Part of 
the appeal of Doctor Who, think, 
is the enigma of the Doctor's 
background. And if you keep 
going back to the home planet, 
you keep learning more about 
him, and l would hate for him not 
to remain an enigma. 

Q. Whatever happened to the 
rumor of changing the exterior of 
the TARDIS? 

JNT: It was a founded rumor. 
We did consider changing it and 
decided not. 

Q. What were the reasons not 
to change it? 

JNT: Well, let's start with the 
reasons for changing it: I was con- 
cerned that children were growing 
up recognizing an artifact that no 
longer existed in England as a 
TARDIS ... rather than as a 
police box. That seemed to me, in 
a show like ours, with a bit of an 
educational appeal, that we were 
teaching them something that 
was wrong. We got lots of letters 
in, particularly from children, say- 
ing ‘It's okay, our parents have 
explained that the TARDIS is re- 
ally a police box, and what they 
were . . .' There was also a great 
public outcry. Two national papers 
ran Save the TARDIS campaigns. 


Let alone the fan clubs! So we 
bowed to public opinion, but it 
really was the children's letters 
that changed our minds.

Тат writing this letter because | 
owe you one. 

Just over a week ago, | bought a. 


copy of DOCTOR WHO #1 at my 
favorite comics shop. | purchased 
itnot because | was particularly in- 
terested in its subject, but be- 
cause it was a first issue and | 
generally make an effort to buy 
the first issue of a comics title. | 
had never before seen an episode 
of Doctor Who. (Although until 
lately this was not my fault. Until 
quite recently the show was never 
broadcast in my area.) Over the 
years | had heard bits and pieces 
about the character, so | wasn't 
entirely ignorant. | knew that the
